Philadelphia, Au?. 27. A new political
party, tho object of which will be to
defeat Instead of elect candidates for
public offices, will be formed In Phila-
delphia by prominent suffragette leaders,
unions whom are Included Mrs. Mary C.
Morgan, of the Pennsylvania State
Buffrage Association. Miss Alice Paul, of
New Jersey, and Miss Beatrice Brown
nriri Miss Olga Gross, of Philadelphia.

These women will be the prime movers
In the new party, and a convention of
suffragists will be held in Philadelphia
nlthin a month, when the new scheme
for furthering "the cause" will be dis-
cussed.

In speaking of the movement Mrs.
Morgan said:

"I was asked to come to Philadelphia
and look the ground over. As a result,
a new weapon will be placed In the
hands of the women of Pennsylvania
and other States that care to avail them-
selves of the opportunity.

"This party will be used to defeat, not
elect. The members will work to drive
out of office and to keep out of office all
candidates who oppose woman suffrage.
I am satisfied that we can make a win-
ning fight."

Miss Paul was asked whether or not
the new party would take any hand in
the political campaign now on in Phila-
delphia, to which she replied- -

"We are not particularly interested In
who shall be the next mayor of Phila-
delphia, whether he be Earle, Vare,

or Blankenburg. If Senator Pen-
rose were ud for we might
take a silent hand and use our strength
to defeat him if we found that he would
not help us at Washington.

"Just as soon as the law makers can be
uhown that the people want us to vote
we will be given our rights"

TO LAKE TRAGEDY

Man Who Threw Girl Over-

board Relates Sad Tale.

Holland, Mich., Aug. 27. Threatening
to take his own life at the first op-

portunity, Walter Hopper, of Chicago,
who was arrested last night on the
steamer Puritan, for the murder of Daisy
Watt, alias Grace Lyon, of Grand
Rapids, by throwing her overboard in
midlake. was taken to the county Jail
at Grand Haven y to await the
arrival of the Federal authorities, who
will take charge of the prisoner.

The tragedy enacted in midlake last
Saturday afternoon is a story of a tragic
end of a misspent life in the under-
world of Chicago It is a story of a
woman rescued from a Chinese dive In
Halstead street and sent to a watery
grave when she showed an inclination to
return to l.er former life.

Hopper said y he met the girl in
Chicago three jears ago. At that time
she occupied fashionable apartments in
State street. He fell in love with the
woman, but she would have nothing of
him. For over a year she was lost to
him, and six months ago. when in a
Chinese dive in Halstead street, he ran
across his sweetheart of a year before.
She had taken up her life In the under-
world

"I persuaded her to leave the place."
said Hopper, "and rented rooms in Taff
street, where I supported her for five
months. Last Sunda she disappeared
from her home and I traced her to a
resort in lower Halstead street, where I
found her smoking opium with ten
Chinamen I took her to my home again.
and tried to have her straighten up
She refused and we quarreled, and Sat- -
urday she packed up her belongings and
tarted for Grand Rapids to visit a sis

ter. I followed her to the boat and hid
till we were in midlake. I then ap
proached her and she refused to rec- -

behind her. seized "her around the legs
and body, and sent her plunging Into
the lake. I attempted to follow her,
hut was prevented by attaches of the
boat.

"And I'm glad I did it," said Hopper,"
for I know where she is now She Is
out of the reach of those Chinese who
brought her ruin upon her

The girl's body has not been recov-
ered

While this is being done, it was said
some Interesting facts, hitherto

unknown, will be shown, chief of which,
according to rumors, is that his bride
of a year was about to institute divorce
proceedings against him.

Her father, Robert V. Owen, of Dover,
Del., was on his way down to Richmond
to assist her In this, it will bo shown,
at the very time she was slain. A long
letter which sheswrote to him, in which
she told all about Henry's relations wtth
Beulah BInford, will be put Into evi-
dence. The father himself may take the
witness stand.

Feared Rennlt of Divorce.

Beattie feared his rich father would cut
him off after hearing the evidence upon
which the divorce claim would be based,
and that that was his motive In killing
his wife so that his father might not
know of his unfaithfulness. The elder
Beattie, it will be shown, is a severely
religious man, abhorring divorces, bitter
against "affinities" and the like, and
the State will contend that It was ex-
tremely likely he would have to cut the
boy oft and ma-- him shift for himself
had a divorce action been begun.

The story of Paul Beattie, the cousin
who bought the gun with the
killing was done, will probably be told

afternoon, following the
of Detective Luther L.

Scherer. Paul's narrative will wind up
the first part of the State's case.

A significant point In the cousin's
story, vhlch Just became generally
known Is that he will testify
that Henry first tried to have him pur-
chase a revolver. He endeavored to
buy 'one, but learned that pistols cannot
be sold in Richmond without the pur-
chaser having a permit from the police.
Then Henry decided to buy a shotgun.
Paul Seattle's wife will swear that Paul
told her about both weapons at the time
he purchased the shotgun.

The State will use Beulah Blnford's
mother before the girl herself to testi
fy as to the love affairs of Beulah and
Henry There Is considerable fear that
Beulah, despite her renunciation the
other day, may still love the boy and in
trying to shield him may prove a poor
State's witness.

mother threw him fifty feet to
the sidewalk from a balcony. J. W.
Reese ran In under the balcony and
caught him as he fell. The child was
taken to the police station, but no one
has yet claimed him, and It is feared
his mother was one of those who per-

ished.
Tho body of Mrs. Kelly was one of

the last to be removed. She was found
at the bottom of the heap of dead and
Injured, the body of her
son clasped tightly In her arms. Both
had .been suffocated by the weight above
them!

As Deputy Coroner McVary checked off
the names of the twenty-si- x victims to-

night, it became apparent that gallantry
was not conspicuous In most of the men
who were present In the opera house
when the panic occurred, for nearly all
of the victims are women and children
trampled down by the stronger sex In
their frantic efforts to escape.

Stnlnrar a Drnth Trap.
Like the Boyerstown panic In 150S, the

tragedy is another tale of stairways that
proved death traps. The film show was
on an upper floor Fire escapes were
provided on the front of the building,

but they were not practical. Exits lead-

ing to them. It Is charged, were closed
in such a way that women and children
were unable to open them.

IMPROBABLE IN CAPITAL

Regulations Regarding Exits, Aisles, and Seating

rangements Are Sure
from Recurrence

Disaster, Says

Persons who haunt moving-pictur- e

theaters of Washington are In no dan-

ger of such a disaster as cost the lives
of twenty-fiv- e women and children, and
the injuring of nearly sixty more, in
Canonsburg. Pa.. Saturday night, when
a moving picture film exploded and a
panic follow-ed- . Fire Chief Richard Wag-
ner, when interviewed last night, said
that no such calamity was possible in
theaters of Washington, because of the
stringent fire regulations and the care-
ful Inspection of places of amusement.

"In the first place there are no seats
arranged on the second floor of moving
picture theaters." said Chief Wagner,
"and that eliminates the danger from
narrow stairways becoming Jammed if
a panic should follow a cry of fire.'
Again the exits are required to be wide
and at least two in number, allowing a
speedy emptying of the house should
the occasion arise.

"The booths In which the picture ma-
chiness and the films are operated must
be fireproof, being constructed of steel

rushed like a herd of cattle before a
prairie fire for the stair leading to the
first floor.

One little girl screamed and tugged at
one of the doors leading to the Are
escapes. Ii would not yield. She took
her chance with the panicky throngs In
the stairway and lost her life.

The appalling loss of life was due in
no small part to the clumsiness of an
unidentified foreign man, who. In his
eagerness to get down the stairs,
tripped and fell. His arms and legs
whirled like flails, upset the balaace of
a dozen or more panic-strick- fugi-
tives, who overturned others. In a sec-
ond the route had become a mere mass
of tangled humanity, falling down the
stairs and piling into a heap at the
bottom.

I'rontrnte Trampled Upon.
The Innocent were trampled like rub-

bish under the feet of maddened, fight-

ing, desperate men, who in their excite-
ment forgot all sense of manhood.

One hour before the tragedy Sydney
Rittlnger had laughingly slipped an en-

gagement ring on the finger of Miss
Lillian Fisher. To celebrate the event,
Rittlnger took his fiancee find three of
her little brothers to the film show.
When the panic came he gathered the
little children about him, fighting only
to save them and the young woman.
Sun-Ivor-s say that they clearly remem-
ber seeing n man leap in the air and
come down on tho stooped head of Rit-
tlnger. Hours later firemen pulled him
out of the mass of bodies. His neck
was broken. By his side lay the body of

Ar

Miss Fisher. They were to have been
married Wednesday.

Eyewitnesses declare that the fatal
stairway was so choked with bodies that
many died under the mass while scores
stood by unable to extricate the victims
who were yet alive. Arms, legs, and
even fingers were so entwined In a hope-
lessly tangled mass that removal of any
one body was an Impossibility for nearly
an hour

Every dying victim, it seems, had a
death grapple on some other body. Cloth-
ing was ripped to shreds and the faces
of some victims wero so terribly
scratched that at first they were un-
recognizable to dear ones who crowded
Into Undertaker McNary's morgue.

Plnn Knrly Inqnent.
Deputy Coroner McNary declared to

night that there will be an early In
quest and that it will not merely be
a matter of "fixing the blame." as Is
usual In such cases. Every effort will
be put forth to find the man who started
the terrible rush for tho stairways that
soon became choked with dead bodies.

In a statement Issued Manager
Ferguson, of tho film show, said:

"There was no fire of any kind. The
panic started In the rear of the house.
No fuse burned out and what damage
was done to the film was quickly re
paired. The film broke, and the light
showing through the cur-

tain gave the appearanco of fire.
"All those who lost their lives were

caught In the crush noar the foot of
the stairs. Had they remained in the
seats and gone out in the usual man-

ner all could have gotten out through
the regular exits. Including the rear
stairway and fire exits.

"The building was approved by In-

spectors and had every requirement de-

manded by the law. I will do my ut
most to aid tho coroner and others In
the official Investigation. I have offered
a reward of $500 for the arrest and con-
viction of the man who first called 'fire'
and Is responsible for the horrible dls- -
aster.'

and concrete. If the machine or film
exploded, as in- - the case of the Canons-
burg disaster, the flames could not reach
beyond the booth, and the operator would
be the only sufferer.

"Another reason why Washington mov-
ing picture patrons are protected is be-
cause of the District regulation requir-
ing every operator to have a license,
showing him to bo competent and care-
ful. The llcene is displayed In a prom-
inent place, and the moment our In-

spectors fall to find one, the place Is
closed down until the necessary paper
Is secured."

Chief Wagner said that he and the
Inspectors examine such theaters almost
dally, and added that the regulations
are carried out to the letter.

"We watch the theaters constantly,"
said Chief Wagner, "and I have given
definate instructions that any violations
of the fire regulations will be followed
by the closing of the place. The aisles
and exits are to be kept open at all
times, and of the numerous theaters In
Washington I am safe to say not one
could become a fire-tra-p under existing
circumstances."

DESTROYER RAMS

NOSE INTO DOCK

Naval Craft Shows Ability to
Cnt a Wide Swath.

Newport, Aug. 27. The destroyer
Monaghan, a new addition to the navy.
Ib showing two holes In her port bowj
and a number of bent steel plates to-

day as a result of the vessel running
into the dock at the torpedo station Sat-

urday while coming In from sea.
The destroyer smashed through the

dock for fifteen feet and continued until
she stuck her nose Into the bank of dirt
for thirty feet more.

A board of inquiry will Investigate the
occurrence.

Why tho long war craft came Into
the wharf at such speed 'is a mystery.
Reports are heard that the re-

versing gear In the engine room refused
to work at the critical moment An-

other report says the signal was tele-
graphed wrong from the bridge. Neither
report can be verified.

When the powerful engines were set
to backing the Mongahan would not
move. The sister destroyer, Ammen,
was called Into play with the naval
tugs, and other craft were soon pull
ing away at the stern, but still the de-
stroyer did not move.

Me-
chanics from the torpedo station were
then ordered aboard quickly to make
temporary repairs and cover the holes
about the port side of the destroyer's
bow.

The destroyer, as she swung majestic-
ally Into her slip, was going at about
twenty knots. It Is reported, and her
bow cut away the dock like a knife.
Before the signal to reverse quickly
could be telegraphed from the bridge,
her nose was In the dirt bank.

The strength of the vessel was fully
determined and tells what her ramming
qualities could be depended upon to be
In case the Monaghan was called upon
to execute ramming tactics.
